To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Abram  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  of  your  District  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1908,  together  with  Vital  Statistics  appertaining  thereto.  In  doing  so  I cannot 
omit  to  mention  the  disastrous  calamity  which  the  township  sustained  on  August  18th  by  the  explosion 
at  the  Maypole  Colliery.  By  this  explosion  76  men  and  boys  met  their  death,  but  these  deaths  are 
not  included  in  my  report,  no  official  information  having  been  received  of  them  from  the  registrar 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  enquiry  is  not  yet  concluded. 

The  estimated  population  to  the  first  of  July  was  7,180,  and  it  is  on  these  figures  that  I have 
based  the  various  Statistics.  Last  year  the  estimated  population  was  7,160,  and  during  this  year  7 new 

houses  have  been  erected  and  tenanted.  There  is  also  a net  increase  of  156  births  over  the  deaths, 

while  on  the  contra  side  we  have  several  unter anted  houses,  due  to  the  removals  from  the  district, 
&t\,  which  reduce  our  population  and  bring  it  approximately  to  7,180.  The  death  rate  is  slightly 
lower  than  last  year,  and  the  birth  rate  is  considerably  higher.  The  Infantile  Mortality  rate,  105  per 
1000  births,  is  the  lowest  recorded  of  any  year  for  which  I can  find  statistics,  whilst  the  number  of 

notifications  is  considerably  lower  than  in  previous  years,  and  prove  undisputably,  to  my  mind,  the 

great  value  of  the  Sanitary  work  done  by  the  Council,  and  the  usefulness  of  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
Below  will  be  found  a detailed  statement  of  some  of  the  facts  stated  above. 

Deaths.  87  have  been  registered  in  the  district,  and  4 belonging  to  the  district  occurred  in 
Institutions  in  Wigan,  making  a total  of  91,  and  giving  a mortality  rate  of  12.67  per  thousand  of  a 
living  population.  This  is  .31  lower  than  the  rate  for  1907,  and  7.56  lower  than  the  average  for  the 
previous  10  years. 
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The  ages  of  death  are  as  follows:  Under  1 year,  24;  1 and  under  5,  9;  5 and  under  15,  7;  15 
and  under  25,  6;  25  and  under  65,  31;  over  65,  14. 


This  includes  2 deaths  in  illegitimate  children  under  12  months,  when  compared  with  last  year 
one  finds  that  up  to  15  years  the  number  is  smaller  by  15,  while  beyond  that  age  the  number  is  greater 
by  13.

The  comparison  of  these  figures  with  those  of  the  previous  year  show  Abram  Brow  Ward  an 
increased  rate  of  5.37,  Bamfurlong  Ward  a decrease  of  5.12,  Bickershaw  Ward  an  increase  of  2.09,  and 
Plank  Lane  a decrease  of  2.86. 

Zymotic  Death  Fate.  9 deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  (including  Diarrhoea),  this  being  12  less 
than  last  year,  and  giving  a mortality  rate  of  1.25  per  thousand,  which  compares  very  favourably  with 
2.93  per  thousand  of  the  previous  year. 

These  Zymotic  deaths  comprise  Enteric  Fever  and  Diarrhoea  4 each,  and  Measles  1.

Births.  227  births  have  been  registered,  consisting  of  114  Boys  and  113  Girls  (4  boys  and  3 
girls  illegitimate),  which  gives  a birth  rate  of  31.61  per  thousand,  being  4.80  higher  than  that  of  last 
year,  but  6.73  lower  than  the  average  rate  for  the  preceding  10  years.

creased  birth  rate,  this  being  most  marked  in  Plank  Lane,  where  the  increase  is  10.39  per  thousand. 

Notifications.  These  show  a marked  decrease  from  last  year,  there  being  only  56,  as  compared 
v/ith  88  of  the  previous  year. 
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Scarlet  Fever  shows  the  most  marked  decrease,  there  being  18  notified  this  year,  and  last  year 
there  were  30.  Diphtheria  also  shows  a marked  decrease,  21  for  1908,  and  33  for  1907. 

Enteric  Fever,  8 for  1907,  and  7 for  1908,  a decrease  of  1,  and  Erysipelas  10  for  1908,  and  16 
for  1907,  a decrease  of  6.  The  ward  distribution  is  as  follows:

Bickershaw  Ward  is  the  only  one  to  show  an  increased  number  of  cases  over  the  previous  year, 
there  being  9 in  1908  and  5 in  1907. 

Abram  Brow  Ward  'has  10,  Bamfurlong  18,  and  Plank  Lane  8,  less  than  the  previous  year.  Of  the 
infectious  diseases  notified  19  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  (13  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  6 of 
Enteric  Fever). 

Periodicity  and  General  Remarks  on  Diseases  prevalent  throughout  the  year : 

Scarlet  Fever.  This  disease  has  not  been  so  prevalent  as  in  previous  years,  as  evidenced  by  the 
reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  notified.  March,  Miay  and  June  were  the  months  in  which  most 
cases  occurred,  and  Abram  Brow  Ward  the  part  of  the  District  most  implicated,  while  in  January, 
November  and  December,  we  had  no  cases  at  all  notified.  There  have  been  no  deaths  from  this 
disease  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria.  With  the  exception  of  the  months  January  and  August,  this  disease  has  been 
present  throughout  the  year,  but  more  particularly  in  February,  March,  M’ay  and  June.  Abram  Brow 
Ward  is  again  at  the  head  of  the  oases  notified,  almost  one  half  of  them  being  in  this  part  of  the 
district.  No  deaths  have  taken  place  from  this  disease.  None  of  these  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Hospital,  but  Diphtheritic  anti-toxin  is  supplied  free  of  charge  to  Medical  men  requiring  the  same. 

Enteric  Fever.  There  have  been  7 cases  in  all,  November  being  the  month  in  which  more  than 
one  case  was  notified ; 4 deaths  have  occurred  from  this  disease,  3 in  the  Hospital  and  1 at  home,  the 
latter  patient  being  too  ill  to  be  removed  when  notified. 

The  district  is  entirely  free  from  Small  Pox  and  Puerperal  Fever. 

Erysipelas.  10  cases  have  occurred  with  no  deaths,  and  spread  over  the  district  generally, 
except  in  Bickershaw. 

Of  the  non-notifiable  but  Infectious  Diseases,  the  district  has  been  very  free,  only  one  fatal  case 
of  measles  taking  place,  and  that  was  early  in  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough.  The  district  has  been  free  from  this  until  December,  when  it  showed  itself 
more  particularly  in  Bickershaw  Ward.  So  far,  however,  without  any  fatal  results. 
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Diarrhoea  was  not  so  prevalent  nor  so  fatal  as  in  previous  years,  3 deaths  only  being  registered 
from  this  cause,  as  compared  with  6 for  1907,  and  12  for  1906.  Abram  Brow,  Bamfurlong  and  Bicker- 
shaw  Wards  have  each  1 death,  Plank  Lane  having  none. 

Phthisis.  3 deaths ; this  compares  favourably  with  7 for  the  previous  year.  Abram  Brow, 
Bickersbaw,  and  Plank  Lane  Wards  having  one  each.  The  mortality  rate  per  thousand  for  this 
disease  is  .41. 

Other  Tubercular  diseases  have  caused  2 deaths,  this  being  1 less  than  the  previous  year. 

Cancer.  3 deaths  and  a mortality  rate  of  .41  per  thousand,  comparing  favourably  with  5 and 
.69  per  thousand  respectively  for  the  previous  year. 

Respiratory  Diseases.  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis  have  caused  19  deaths,  this  being  4 less  than 
the  previous  year.  The  rate  per  thousand  is  2.6.  From  these  diseases  Abram  Brow  Ward  has 

5 Pneumonia  and  1 Bronchitis,  Bamfurlong  Ward  1 each  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis,  Bickershaw  Ward 

6 Pneumonia  and  1 Pronchitis,  and  Plank  Lane  Ward  4 Bronchitis. 

Heart  Disease  shows  11  deaths,  giving  a rate  of  1.39  per  thousand.  This  is  a great  increase  on 
the  number  of  cases  (4)  for  the  previous  year. 

V enereal  Diseases  have  caused  1 death,  this  being  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Premature  Birth.  4 deaths  from  this  cause,  being  2 more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Accidents.  9,  the  same  number  as  last  year,  7 of  these  being  the  result  of  accidents  in  mines, 
1 an  ice  accident,  and  1 a case  of  scalding.  Bamfurlong  and  Bickershaw  Wards  have  3 each,  Abram 
Brow  Ward  2,  and  Plank  Lane  Ward  1.  All  other  causes  total  26,  Abram  Brow  9,  Bickershaw  5,  Bam- 
furlong and  Plank  Lane,  6 each.  Uncertified  deaths  number  6,  3 more  than  last  year. 

The  Factory  and  W orkshops  Acts.  I have  visited  all  the  bakehouses  throughout  the  district,  and 
found  them  in  a satisfactory  condition.  The  workshops  have  also  been  inspected,  two  places  requiring 
limewashing  and  one  overcrowded  being  dealt  with.

Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  all  been  visited  from  time  to  time,  and  found  to  be 
from  complaint.  In  several  places  improved  drainage  and  lighting  has  been  requested. 

During  the  year  a slaughter-house  has  been  erected,  but  is  not  quite  completed, 
mendation  the  Council  are  adopting  new  Byelaws  for  Private  Slaughter-houses. 

A very  careful  watch  has  been  kept  throughout  the  year  on  the  various  hawkers  of  food  stuffs, 
and  although  in  one  or  two  instances  a warning  has  been  administered,  no  legal  proceedings  have  been 
taken .

After  recom- 
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The  Water  Supply  has  been  kept  under  constant  supervision,  and  a case  of  tipping  rubbish 
rear  to  the  Service  Reservoir  at  Stubsh'aw  Cross  ait  once  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

The  average  consumption  of  water  per  head  per  day  for  domestic  purposes  is  8^  gallons. 

The  District  Nurse  has  paid  3,518  visits  during  the  year,  and  has  again  proved  her  value  in  a 
township  like  ours. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  I drew  your  attention  specially  to  the  unsatisfactory  statistics  of 
Plank  Lane  Ward,  and  I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  Report  for  1908  is  much  more  favourable  all 
round.  There  is  no  doubt  that  a great  improvement  has  been  effected  in  Talbot  Road  property,  and  if 
the  common  yards,  &c.,  such  as  Clegg’s  Yard,  Clegg  Street,  Howard  Street,  and  Shovelton  Street,  were 
paved,  the  improvement  would  be  further  enhanced. 

The  main  road  at  Plank  Lane  has  also  been  paved  and  flagged,  and  it  is  very  gratifying  to 
notice  the  greater  cleanliness  and  better  appearance  which  has  resulted  therefrom.
